North Viet Supply

SAIGON in — The number of fforth Vietnamese 
trucks moving supplies south along the Ho Chi Minh 
trail has increased eight-fold since October, official 
sources said today. 
!n October, reconnaissance planes sighted about 
250 trucks a week moving through eastern Laos, 
the sources said, hut the number jumped to about 
1,000 a week in November when the monsoon season 
ended and roads became more passable. 
In the past two weeks however, more than 2,000 
trucks a week have been sighted shuttling supplies 
south for a possible enemy offensive early next 
year. 
The U. S. Command has stepped up air strikes 
against the Ho Chi Minh road network, using fight- 
er-bombers and B52s. 
In Saigon American troops were warned to stay 
off the streets this weekend in anticipation of pos­ 
sible terrorist attacks. 
Captured enemy documents called for increased 
attacks this weekend to mark the 23rd anniversary 
of the opening of the Viet Minh’s war against 
the French and the 9th birthday of the National 
Liberation Front, political organization of the Viet 
Cong. In addition, enemy forces have often launched 
heavy attacks just before holiday truce periods. A 
rocket attack on Saigon's Tan Son Nhut airport 
Friday was the third incident in Saigon this week. 
Spokesmen said there was little activity on the bat­ 
tlefields 


Gun Believed To Be 
Tate Murder Weapon 
Found in Canyon 


LOS ANGELES •V' — Police have located a 
long-barreled hand gun believed to have been used 
in the slayings of three of five victims Aug. 6 at 
the rented mansion of actress Sharon Tate, the Los 
Angeles Times reported today. 
The weapon was found earlier this week in the 
same rustic canyon area where a television news 
team from KABC-TV discovered clothing believed 
to have been worn by the assailants, the newspaper 
said. 
The cloth s (three black T-shirts, one white T- 
shirt and three pairs of dark-colored jeans) were 
said to have contained possible blood stains. 
Police have refused to comment on any aspects 
of the case, although the Channel 7 television crew 
said it turned over its potential evidence to investi­ 
gators heading the Tate case. 
Th** Times said there were indications earlier 
that officers had found a piece of the handle of 
the murder weapon, a 
22-caliber revolver, inside 
the Taie home and that it fits the gun found this 
week. 
The newspaper report said officers now are at­ 
tempting to establish if the gun found in the Bene 
diet Canyon area near the Tate home was the one 
which figured in the deaths of hair stylist Jay Se- 
bring, Polish playboy Wojieiech Frykowski and Stev­ 
en Parent. 
Sebring and Frykowski were shot and stabbed. 


Miss Tate and coffee heiress Abigail Folger died 
of knife wounds only. Parent, a friend of the care­ 
taker, was shot fatally near the estate gate

It's difficult to call Roger 
Sagouspe 
a cop. 
He 
doesn t 
seem to fit the catagoric image 
of somber - faced gendarme 
with night stick and brass but­ 
tons, even though he is assist­ 
ant ch;ef of police of the Ontar­ 
io Police Department. 
Standing aloof from the citi­ 
zenry is not what Sagouspe thinks 
law enforcement is all about. 
Sagouspe wants, and gets, in­ 
volvement. 
Involvement 
from 
the officers who serve under 
him, involvement from the peo­ 
ple in the city’s north side, and 
involvement from people in the 
south side; the kind of involve­ 
ment that wiil lead to harmony 
within the community and an 
understanding between its peo­ 
ple, whether they be brown, 
black or white. 
“ I think this is the only way 
to whip 
it,” 
Sagouspe 
says, 
speaking of the unrest and the 
physical and mental injury re­ 
sulting from abrasive and unre 
solved racial strife in the coun- 
try. 
‘The key 
thing 
is 
getting 
more people involved with one 
another in the community.” 
Four years ago, Sagouspe and 


members from other govern­ 
ment agencies and civic groups 
put together a vehicle f r o m 
which they could encourage in­ 
volvement in community affairs 
and, at the same time, provide 
some services and programs for 
people in minority groups and 
people in lower wage brackets. 
The result is the 
Police 
and 
Community Committee, an in­ 
structured 
organization 
which 
has no by-laws or officers, but 
whose 
record of 
accomplish­ 
ment is impressive. 
The committee has started a 
pre - school library for young­ 
sters woh are not yet old enough 
to attend school. Students from 
the higher elementary grades 
who need practice in reading 
skills themselves donate their 
time to read to the pre-school­ 
ers, thereby helping both them­ 
selves and the younger children. 
A ‘drug hot line” for people 
who need counseling or help 
concerning a drug problem is 
open 24 hours a day, handled by 
clergymen in Ontario. 
A chaplain’s corps consisting

ministers, 
rabbis 
and 
priests has been recently es­ 
tablished to provide immediate 
counseling for families having 
domestic problems, and to han-

services 
that patrolmen have had to take 
care of in the past. 
The committee twice a year 
sponsors a mobile chest X-ray 
unit which goes around to var­ 
ious locations in the city, pro­ 
viding residents in various neigh­ 
borhoods with a health facility 
close to their homes. 
Three years ago, hoping to 
help break down the walls of 
distrust and indifference caused 
by a lack of fam iliarity wiih 
one another, Sagouspe organ­ 
ized a pot luck dinner program 
at the First Baptist Church of 
Ontario. People of Negro, Mex- 
ican-American, and white des­ 
cent get together to have din­ 
ner, talk, and maybe look at a 
few slides someone has brought 
along from their vacation. 
“ At first everyone was con­ 
cerned with not offending any­ 
one else and it look about 10 
months before we really got to 
know one another,” Sagouspe 
says. “ It’s really been reward­ 
ing because I ’ve made some 
deep 
friendships 
with 
people 
who otherwise I never would 
have met.” 
What do they talk about? 
“ We talk about our families 
and our jobs . . . things 
like 
that. People don’t want to al­ 
ways be talking about the race 
problems in society.” 
If the key concept is commu­ 
nity involvement, for Sagouspe 
the key word to a better un­ 
derstanding among the commu­ 
nity is “ dignity.” 
“ My 
parents 
were 
from 
France and they were poor. My 
father always told me that you 
can get by all right being poor, 
but not if it means your loss 
of dignity.” 
Sagouspe is a Basque name, 
which in the past has caused 
Roger to spend a good deal of 
time explaining why a French­ 
man doesn’t have 
a 
French- 
sounding name. 
Dignity is what Sagouspe s 
philosophy is all about. Getting 
people to become interested in 
bettering their community and 
showing them that no matter 
on what side of town they live, 
they do have something siginfi- 
cant to contribute. 
“ I think these people in the 
minority groups have a lot of 
fine ideas and 1 think that this 
is where America is missing the 
boat,” he says. 
We need more people in the 
community to get out and be­ 
come involved in the commu­ 
nity, he says. It’s the law en­ 
forcement agency’s job to show 
where the need is and it’s the 
community’s job to get out and 
start working on the problems. 
Unfortunately, and undeniab­ 
ly there is a lack of interest on

When you drop vour Christmas cards in the 


mail slot this season, you will be continuing a t us- 


tom that began in London 126 years ago. 
That was the year Henry Cole, one of the 
founders of the Victoria and Albert Museum, found 
himself behind schedule (another tradition common 
today) in writing his annual Christmas letters to 
h.s many friends. 
Cole, later knighted, commissioned his friend 
John Caicou Horsely of the Royal Academy to de­ 
sign a card. 
Some 1,000 copies were printed, and 
Cole sent them off to people he owed letters to. 
The Christmas greeting card was born. 
Many of the early 
Fnglish and 
Amer» an 
Christmas cards are included in the Hallmark IFs- 


dau.-Jhters The legend reads, “ A New Year’s Greet­ 
ing now I send to you my gentle lit tit friend.” 
Jonathan King’s card, London, 1867, shows a 
stein of beer smok ng a pipe.

MESSAGE FROM MOSCOW.

Dozens of books about the So­ 
viet Union are available, but 
this is one that comes to grips 
with questions of how the Rus­ 
sian lives and what he thinks. 
The reason is that the w riter, 
apparently a Briton who has 
spent several years in Moscow, 
possibly as a graduate student, 
has gained access to Russian 
homes, and in m any cases to 
Russian minds. He w rites anon­ 
ymously. he says, to protect his 
friends 
But the wealth of detail 
he provides leaves little doubt 
as tc the authenticity of his re 
porting. 


He writes at about the tim e of 
the Soviet invasion of Czechoslo­ 
vakia. and shows how little im­ 
pact that event had on the aver­ 
age Russian. Among others he 
quotes a surgeon 
“in general, 
nobody 
cared 
and 
nobody 
cares.” 


The author comments 
“ How 
can one explain the nonreac- 
tion? It was a manifestation, 1 
think, 
of 
the 
indifference 
of 
most Russians to foreign affairs 
—indeed, to politics of any kind, 
domestic or foreign.” 
The typical Russian is indif­ 
ferent to the pullings and haui- 


ings in the Kremlin because he 
knows he can do nothing about 
them. But the author finds a cu­ 
rious suspicion of Moscow’s sup­ 
port of the Arab countries. One 
reason is that m any Russians 
have lingering doubts about peo­ 
ple who are not fully Caucasian. 
The uthor finds an anomaly 
in Russian life The typical citi­ 
zen. as opposed perhaps to more 
liberally inclined intelligentsia, 
seem s to feel that the system of 
government being evolved is the 
fairest that can be obtained. Yet 
there is w idespread corruption 
and

In the background is the scar 
city of consum er goods, coupled

The author makes it appear 
that JPK’s main reason for vol­ 
unteering for the mission—even 
though he had completed two 
tours of duty in an anti-subma­ 
rine patrol—was that he wanted 
to catch up with John in the es­ 
teem of their father, and of the 
public.

Dear Nan: 
I was a little amused to see 
your column on bean sprouts as 
1 thought only we “ health nuts’ 
were sprouting our own. Any­ 
way, untreated beans and seeds 
of all kinds (they must be un­ 
treated) can be bought at any 
health food store; 
things like 
lentils and wheat 
berries, 
be­ 
sides the mung and soy beans 
you mentioned. 
Our favorite sprouts are from 
alfalfa seeds. They are just tiny 
seeds and the sprouts are finer 
than those from mung beans. 
They 
are-delicious 
with

honey, vinegar and oil dressing 
as a salad. 1 make mine in a 
wide-mouth quart jar and just 2 
tablesp. of the seeds will sprout 
a large-size mixing bowlful in 
¿bout four days. After that they 
keep crisp in the refrigerator 
well over a week or so. 
Beans and seeds come to life 
in the sprouts and this way you 
get the live enzymes. They are

DEAR DR. MILLER: I read 
where some places in Scotland 
can still keep their sheepdogs 
on a diet which is almost all 
barley or oatmeal. Is it really 
possible that a dog can live on 
such a diet? — B D. 


Dear B.D.: Yes, it's possible. 
But just how long they live, and 
bow healthy they are along the 
w0 y, depends to some extent on 
the tidbits used to round out the 
diet. For one thing, su< h a diet 
would require some source of 
vitamin B. such as >east tab­ 
lets, to prevent a critical vita- 


sent would be more obvious, of 
course, if the sheepdogs should 
decide to raise a family or two. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Every­ 
one agrees Max is one of the 
biggest cats (with the biggest 
feet) for a housecat they have 
ever seen.
